A school is a living thing, not 
just in terms of the people 
.in it but the bricks and mor- 
tar and the landscape itself. Even 
though it seems like things never 
change, a school like Stanstead 
College is always evolving, 
whether it’s something subtle like 
the slope of a playing field or the 
construction of a new residence. 

The oldest building on our cam- 
pus is the Holmes Model School, 
which will turn 110 years old in 
2013 - its age attested to in every 
creak of the stairs up to the Art 
room. The newest is the Pat Bums 
Arena, which (for lack of a better 
expression) still has that new car 
smell. 

In between are all the other 
buildings that have been erected in 
the past century, some replacing 
existing buildings, others new 
additions to the campus. Then 
there are elements of the school 
that simply disappear. In this issue 
of the Red & White, you’ll read 
about the College farm that was an 
active part of the school for over 
half of its history and now, with the 
exception of a bam and the old 
farmhouse, is mostly forgotten. 

That’s neither good nor bad but 
reflective of the life of the school 
as it changes and adapts over time, 
without which an institution will 
stagnate. The balancing act for 
Stanstead College is integrating 
change while maintaining the tra- 
ditions and values that define the 
school and its mission. 

I really believe that the recent 
addition of the Pat Bums Arena to 
our campus is a great example of 
that balancing act. The Town of 
Stanstead and Stanstead College - 
working more closely than they 


have in probably 50 years - have 
adapted to the economic realities 
of our time and have been creative 
in their fundraising and communi- 
ty engagement. The result is one of 
the brightest, cleanest, most com- 
fortable public arenas around. It’s a 
partnership that allows the com- 
munity to enjoy a fine new facility 
and the College to continue build- 
ing on its tradition of athletic 
excellence. 

All this hard work behind the 
scenes paid off in the arena’s open- 
ing weekend. And what an open- 
ing! We were all pleased and 
touched to have so many members 
of Pat Bums’ family on hand. The 
standing ovation for Line Bums 
was certainly well deserved. This 
was followed by something I cer- 
tainly won’t forget - a match 
between Stanstead locals (includ- 
ing yours truly) and the Montreal 
Canadiens Alumni, a real crowd- 
pleaser of a game. A huge thanks to 
the Canadiens who donated their 
time and generously made them- 


selves available for photos and 
autographs, really making 
Sunday’s opening something spe- 
cial. Another highlight for me was 
visiting with and playing against 
former Spartan Martin Lafleur 
(Class of 1993). It was great to see 
him back on campus.

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Spartans outstanding in spring 

The end of the Spring 2011 athletic season saw the Spartans bring home 
three ETIAC championships. 


I n rugby, the senior girls won 
the playoff banner by defeating 
BCS in a closely fought game 
22-19. The victory was that much 
more impressive given that BCS 
had trounced the Spartans by 40 
points when they’d met at CAIS 
earlier in the season. 


With tries by Anchi Numfor 
(plus two conversions), Chelsy 
Martin and Vanessa Champagne, 
the game was tied going into the 
dying minutes. That’s when Anchi 
kicked a penalty goal for the win. 

The Spartans ended the regular 
season in second place with a 2-0- 
1 record - identical to BCS, 
including the tied game and identi- 
cal points against. However, BCS’s 
69 points for versus SC’s 30 gave 
the Lennoxville squad the regular 
season banner. 

Stanstead beat Alexander Galt in 
the semi-final to advance to the 
championship. 

T he Spartan golf team won 
the ETIAC title for the third 
year in a row this spring. At 
the final tournament in Richmond, 
the winning team was Lucas 
Zwaagstra, Ryan Smith, Simon- 
Pierre Boulos and Swann Boisvert. 


Boisvert had the tour- 
nament low score of 
77. 

Overall in the sea- 
son, Stanstead golfers 
shot 1151, with sec- 
ond-place Richmond 
Regional shooting 
1175, BCS 1187 and 
Massey- Vanier 1444.

This is the 
first ETIAC banner for Stanstead 
since 2006.

Melina Boudreau and Paulina 
Guerra won gold and silver respec- 
tively in girls singles. 


In doubles, Jessica Emond and 
Maxie Plante were first for the 
girls, while Maria Alvarado and 
Justin Lafleur won gold in the 
mixed. Max Daniel and Elric 
Boisvert took silver in the boys 
doubles. 

In the second division, Eli 
Charest and Raphael Lacerte were 
second in the mixed doubles, while 
Joey Champigny and Justin placed 
second in boys doubles, and 
Jacquelyne Vargas and Hailey 
Nadeau were third in girls doubles.

E ven a year ago, who could 
have imagined the stirring 
site of Habs Red-White- 
and-Blue swirling around the bright- 
ly lit ice surface of the Pat Bums 
Arena? Patrice Brisebois, Guy 
Carbonneau, Mathieu Dandenault, 
Richard Sevigny, Martin Lafleur 
(1993), Alain Cote, Normand 
Dupont, Gilbert Delorme, Karl 


Dykhuis, Sergio Momessd? Dave 
Morissette. And behind the bench, 
coaching the Monteal Canadiens 
Alumni, Jacques Demers. 

The standing-room-only crowd 
loved it, goal after goal after goal in 
the Canadiens’ 11-9 win against the 
Stanstead All- Stars featuring 

College faculty members such as 
James Rioux, Graham Chandler and 


Headmaster Michael Wolfe; alumni 
Logan Vanasse (2009), Joey Roy 
(2006), JD Ross (1999), Andrew 
Smith (2009), Adam Spirk (1999), 
Peter Ross (2003); arena manager 
Marc Parent, trustee Eric Fafard. 
Behind the bench were Stanley 
Holmes (1953) and teacher Jason 
Corcoran, while reffing was Sheldon 
Caplan (1972). 

Said Logan Vanasse, who faced 
down those Canadiens in the 
Stanstead nets: “When they asked 
me to play, I jumped at the opportu- 
lity, but then when it got closer to 
game time, the guys in the dressing 
room were all like, ‘Maybe this 
isn’t such a good idea. . .” 

Logan described the experi- 
ence as “amazing.” 

“It hits you once you start 
thinking about what these guys 
have done in their careers,” he 
said. 

“It was an honour to play 
against the Canadiens Alumni,” 
said Adam Spirk. “I hope the 
show was good and more 
importantly I hope Pat Bums 
was watching from above and 
proud of all that he saw.” 
Before and after the game, 
the Canadiens made them- 
selves available to sign auto- 
graphs and pose for photos 



with fans. Pat Burns Arena 
Committee vice-chairman Joseph 
Levy took time to thank the 
Canadiens Alumni organization for 
donating their time to make the 
day such a success. 

T he Canadiens game was 
the icing on a huge cake 
of activities all weekend 
that began with a sold-out dinner 
and dance Friday evening featur- 
ing the reunion of The Volcanoes, a 
popular local band from the fifties, 
featuring Dan Houghton (1960), 
Roger Goodsell (1950), Pierce 
Ellis (1956) and Bob Dennis 
(1961). 

Saturday featured a match 
between the Sher-Estrie 60+ team 
and the Classic Border Jets, a fig- 
ure skating demonstration and a 


game between the Champlain 
Cougars and the Inouk de Granby. 

B ut the big event 
was Sunday. 
Invited 
donors and guests 
filled every avail- 
able seat in the 
sparkling new 
arena, complete 
with the freshly 
installed Wall of 
Honour located 
in the lobby list- 
ing the many 
generous con- 
tributors helping 
push the fundrais- 
ing campaign clos- 
er to its $3.5 million 
goal.

back in 1954. He was accompanied 
by fellow legend Rejean Houle. 

Besides being a celebration of a 
fine new ice facility, the day was 
also a tribute to Pat Bums who lent 
his name and profile to the arena. 

“One thing that has never 
changed in our community is the 
pride we have in living in one of 
the most beautiful, most friendly 
places in Quebec, if not Canada,” 
said Mayor Dutil. “I truly believe 
that when you live like this, even 
when times are tough, you can 
accomplish great things. Pat Bums 


also believed in community and 
pride in doing your very best. And 
when times were at their very 
toughest for him, he helped accom- 
plished something great, namely 
this arena that we’re officially 
opening today.” 

Line Bums received a standing 
ovation from the crowd before and 
after she spoke. 

“The past two years have been 
both extremely difficult and 
extremely gratifying. I don’t think 
I need to explain the difficult part. 
But being part of this wonderful 
tribute to Pat’s life and his contri- 
bution to hockey and the commu- 
nity has given our family such 
joy,” she said. “You may remem- 
ber that when Pat was here at the 


funding announcement, he said, 
‘Don’t cry because it’s over, be 
happy because it happened.’ I 
know that Pat would be so happy 
that this has happened. He would 
be so proud.” 

The arena has been in steady 
use by Border Minor Hockey and 
other organizations since July, with 
the Stanstead Select Girls Hockey 
Camp among the first users.

Students coming back from 
lunch joined us, and before you knew it 
almost the entire town was there! It was 
special for me to see our students inter- 
act with people their own age and 
younger, sharing and communicating 
even though they did not speak the 
same language. While we might have 
been a little shy in the beginning, it was 
not so at the end of the trip. Saying 
goodbye is always the hardest part. 
With a lot of tears and many thanks, it 
was clear that while we helped them to 
build their home, we took in a lot more 
than the sun’s rays and made memories 
that none of us will soon forget.

F rom time to time, when some- 
one talks of sustainability at 
Stanstead College, a teacher 
or student might look across the 
expanse of green behind the school 
and wonder if it wouldn’t be possi- 
ble to raise some animals out there, 
maybe put in a garden to supply the 
school - the ultimate “buy local” 
scheme. But then the idea is dis- 
missed as far-fetched. 

Perhaps, but for roughly the 
first two-thirds of the College’s his- 
tory, a farm was a permanent fix- 
ture on the campus landscape, sup- 
plying produce, meat and milk to 
the school. 

The history of the College farm 
is sketchy at best and there are no 
photos in the school archives of the 
farm or its buildings. But it appears 
that the farm was integral to the 
institution from early on. 

Writing in the Stanstead 
College Magazine in 1923, Mrs. 
C.R. Flanders, a former student, 
recalls returning to the College in 
1893 to “assist in working out the

destiny of the College.” She writes: 

“The only other building 
besides the College was a bam, 
which stood immediately behind 
the Main Building and directly 
under the windows of the 
Principal’s suite. The pastoral 
scenes of the bam-yard were sup- 
plemented by pig-stys and hen- 
houses, the residents of which were 
in constant evidence from the hour 
‘When Morning gilds the Skies’ 
until the evening shadows fell. 
Indeed it may be said that the pigs 
and the hens we had ‘always with 
us.’” 

Part of “working out the des- 
tiny” included moving the barn 
away from the main building to the 
“brow of the hill” presumably 
behind the school. This was also 
the period when hedges and trees 
were planted, roads and paths laid 
down, and a flower garden installed 
in front, known as “The Principal’s 
Heart.” 

In 1903, a report by one of the 
trustees describes the school as 
having “a large campus for stu- 
dents in the rear, and thirty acres of 
land for cultivation.” 

I t was under Principal George 
Trueman (1908-1920) that the 
farm flourished, expanding to 
170 acres with the purchase of 
what was known as the Fred Pierce 
Farm, owned by W.C. Holmes. 


In The Stanstead College Story, 
Joan MacDonald includes this 
account of Dr. Trueman, written by 
teacher Donald Hackett: 

“In his time the College had a 
large farm with cattle, pigs, sheep, 
etc. (sheep grazed on the front cam- 
pus), and he took almost as much 
interest in it as he did in the aca- 
demic side of the College. The 
story may be apocryphal but I don’t 
think so - that it was quite a com- 
mon sight to see him ride through 
the village atop a load of manure!” 

The source of Dr. Trueman’s 
enthusiasm is not clear. But it 
seems he did put the farm to practi- 
cal use, and not just in terms of pro- 
visioning the school kitchen. In 
1913, Hector M. Beach applied for 
Stanstead College’s first-year Arts 
course (the College was affiliated 
with McGill University at the time) 
and was advised by Principal 
Trueman that, if he could come up 
with $35 of the $235 tuition, he 
would be given work to pay off the 
balance. 

“Dr. Trueman told me the col- 
lege had a farm and a herd of milk- 
cows and I would have charge of 
these each second Sunday to let the 
farmer off duty,” Hector wrote in 
1973 to Headmaster Thomas 
Russell. “And there were acres of 
turnips and potatoes to be put away 
for winter.” 

When winter came, there was- 
n’t enough work in the bams, so 
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young Hector became the night- 
firemen, keeping the furnaces 
going overnight in the main build- 
ing, Gym, the music building, 
Bugbee College and Sunnyside 
Castle (then a residence for girls). 
The following year, after earning a 
teaching certificate over the sum- 
mer, Hector returned to Stanstead 
to serve as principal of the Model 
School. 

T he farm was a busy spot. A 
former day student, Joseph 
Maheux, recalled in 1973: 
“The College always had a resident 
farmer and some helpers. They 
took over the duties of running the 
good sized farm, raising tons of 
vegetables, milking a large herd of 
cows and caring for numerous pigs. 
The bams were only a short dis- 
tance from Bugbee [Business 
College] and on bam cleaning days 
there was a real problem in that 
comer.” 

During the winter, the teams of 
horses would be kept busy drawing 
wood and ice. 

At first, the running of the farm 
appears to have been quite laissez- 
faire, but in 1921 a proper account- 
ing system was put in place, and 
from then onward, it seems to have 
turned a profit, even during the 
Depression and World War II - 
$746 in 1922; $667 in 1937; $802 
in 1940. 

F ar from being shunted into the 
background, the farm was 
actively marketed in the

school’s promotional materials. For 
years, the College Prospectus 
included a paragraph that read, 
“The school possesses its own farm 
which supplies sufficient pure milk 
and vegetables for college use 
[and] its own water supply.” In 
1950, this phrase was changed to 
“supplies milk (pasteurized).” 

A 1953 advertisement for the 
College in The Montreal Gazette 
mentions “Farm with registered 
herd, pasteurized milk.” 

At some point - probably the 
thirties - the College moved the 
farmhouse and bam further back on 
campus to their existing location 
(the farmhouse is now a duplex for 
teachers). This is where the farm 
was operated for years by the 
Martin family. Roy Amaron (Class 
of ’49), son of Principal Errol 
Amaron (1931-1954), recalls the 
milk wagon stopping en route from 
the bam to the College in order to 
drop off a couple of bottles of milk 
at the principal’s residence. 

“When I was a pre-schooler, I 
used to drive back to the bam on 
the wagon in the afternoon,” he 
remembers. “I remember them giv- 
ing me a warm cup of milk straight 
from the cow.” 

Each year, produce was loaded 
into a root cellar behind the old 
gym, where the student centre 
stands now. The main vegetable 
garden was where the Granit Slab 
factory is now located. In fact, the 
College owned most of the land on 
what is now the east side of 
Autoroute 55. The whole of the 
College grounds seemed to be 
growing something. 

“My family had a garden as 
well,” says Roy Amaron, “and Mr. 
Gordon had a garden, and all that 
field between the principal’s resi- 
dence and the farm house, that 
whole field was in one kind of crop 
or another.” 

B ased on the final entry in its 
accounting ledger, the 
College farm appears to 
have ceased operation in 1959-60. 
The timing makes sense; in prepa- 
ration for Expo '67, the Quebec 
government was frantically build-

ing its autoroute system to accom- 
modate the influx of tourists. For 
the border-crossing at Rock Island, 
the autoroute was set to slice 
through College property, specifi- 
cally right through the farm. 

The autoroute not only split the 
farm but also cut off the College’s 
water supply, which was being 
piped in from springs up on the 
eastern hills. 

With expropriation imminent, 
the College executive voted in 
1959 to dispose of the farm stock 
and implements by public auction 
and to seek $28,000 in compensa- 
tion from the Quebec government. 
The government offered $25,000. 

Expropriation may have been 
i mm inent but it wasn’t quick. It 
took nearly nine years to settle with 
Quebec. In January, 1968, the year 
the autoroute was completed, a 
price was agreed upon (plus inter- 
est) of $37,674. 

The disappearance of the farm 
was part of a period of tremendous 
change at Stanstead College - the 
closing of the Music Conservatory 
and the Business College, the end 
of co-education.

Baccalaureate 


U sing the school song 
as a jumping off 
point, guest speaker 
Michael Peirce (Class of 
1973) encouraged graduates 
at June’s Baccalaureate and 
Prize-Giving Service to make 
a difference in the world. 

“If you learned anything 
during your years at 
Stanstead, let it be that we 
each share a responsibility to 
support those around us, and 
have an even greater respon- 
sibility for those who do not 
have the advantages our situ- 
ation provided,” he said. “We Alyssa 
must never forget how privi- 
leged we truly are.” 

Mr. Peirce’s connection to 
Stanstead is as deep as it gets - a 
staff kid, an alumnus, a former fac- 
ulty member and, as of this fall, a 
trustee.

He recalled hearing the open- 
ing lines of the school hymn at his 
first assembly when he arrived 
here in Grade 9 over 40 years ago 
- “I would be true for there are 
those who trust me/I would be pure 
for there are those who care.” 

“I learned a great deal about 
trust and care from the dedicated 
faculty, including Mr. Philip, the 
Director of Athletics, Mr. 
Ashworth, my housemaster, and 
of course my advisor, Mr. 
Denney. They served as wonder- 
ful role models of those who 
care and became lifelong 
friends. I know the graduating 
class appreciates the care and 
trust instilled upon them by the 
dedicated faculty of the school.” 
Referring to the song’s lines 
regarding befriending the friend-

less and remaining humble, Mr. 
Peirce spoke of his peer counseling 
experiences among First Nations 
people and the examples of 
resilience and triumph over adver- 
sity that he witnessed over the 
years. 

“We must never forget that true 
service respects those we work 
with,” he said. “It does not look 
down on them or consider them to 
be lesser people. I am sure if you 


speak with any student or teacher 
who has travelled on an interna- 
tional service project, they will 
confirm that they learned and were 
given much more by those they 
came to help than they actually 
gave themselves. That is the beau- 
ty of true service. It is the ultimate 
personal challenge, the ultimate 
learning experience and what we 
should be doing.” 

In all, 34 Grade 12 students 
received their diplomas this year 
along with 52 Grade 1 1 students 
receiving their Quebec 
Secondary School Diploma.

Enrolment on the rise 

With a September student body 
of 195 students, Stanstead College 
is enjoying the second year of 
increased enrolment, regaining the 
losses that occurred at the begin- 
ning of the global economic crisis 
in 2008. 

Private schools across Canada 
saw a significant drop in boarders 
between 2008-09 and 2009-10, 
with further declines the following 



year. With the excep- 
tion of Quebec and 
Atlantic Canada, 
schools have seen a 
slight rebound in the 
current school year. 

Stanstead College, 
meanwhile, is nearly at 
its 2008 level of 199 
students thanks to steady boarding students. The 2009-10 school year

A successful fall season ended 
with the Senior Boys and Senior 
Girls Spartans earning their 
respective ETIAC league banners 
and playoff championships and 
the Junior Girls Spartans bringing 
home the ETIAC playoff trophy 
for the first time ever. 

The senior girls finished first in 
the league with a 7-0-1 record. In 
the ETIAC playoff they faced 
perennial Achilles heel Alexander 
Galt, against whom the Spartans 
had tied and won earlier in the sea- 
son. In a tough game that looked 
like Galt had Stanstead on the 
ropes in the second half, the 
Spartans prevailed in overtime 2-1 
with a goal from Melina Boudreau. 

On the senior boys’ side, the 
Spartans went 8-0 in the ETIAC 
regular season and made it 10-0 in 
all with their playoff semi-final 
against Galt and dramatic overtime 
win against Massey- Vanier. The 
three-minute nine-on-nine over- 
time was followed by three min- 
utes at seven-on-seven, followed 
by an extended agonizing five-on- 
five before Spartan defender 
Thomas Wenzel broke away to put 
one home. 

The junior girls soccer team 


went through some frustrations 
during the regular season, ending 
with a record of 2-3-3, good 
enough for third place but not 
especially indicative of their 
potential. That potential was met in 
the one-day semi-final and final, 
with Stanstead first beating sec- 
ond-place Richmond 1-0 to go on 
to meet first-place Galt, against 
whom Stanstead had tied and lost 
earlier in the season. Again, it went 
down to a 10-minute five-on- five 
overtime before the Spartans could 
bring it on home with the 
game’s only goal by 
Daphney Ducharme-Roy. 

In addition to their suc- 
cess at home, the senior 
girls also travelled to 
King’s-Edgehill School in 
Nova Scotia to attend the 
CAIS tournament. There, 
the plucky team of under- 


dogs played five shutout games in 
a row to advance to the champi- 
onship final against Lower Canada 
College. Although the girls lost 3- 
2, this finalist showing at CAIS for 
the second time in three years was 
truly impressive.

Steve Mitchell (Class of 1971) retired this past spring after a 34-year career as a teacher 
and athletic director at Centennial High School and Selwyn House, having coached over 1200 
high school games. A Bishop s Gaiter in football and hockey and a McGill Redmen hockey 
player, Steve spoke about his early years this past June at Stanstead College’s Spring Athletic 
Assembly. The following is an excerpt from his speech. 



I came to Stanstead in 1967 
from Lennoxville, Quebec from a 
very motivated, hard-working, 
middle-class family. Dad was an 
owner of a local motel. Mom was a 
successful manager of Avon prod- 
ucts. The division of duties in our 
household was very clear to us 
from an early age. Dad ran the 
business and mom ran the house 
and everything else. 

I was a shy, skinny kid sinking 
in a school that had little time for 
students who could not always 
keep up with the enriched part of 
the class. I was at times insecure, 
withdrawn and lacking self-esteem 
- until, that is, I stepped on a field 
or a sheet of ice. That opportunity 
sparked a shot of adrenaline for 
me. 

My father was great friends 
with Sam Abbott, a much-respect- 
ed athletic director at BCS (for- 
merly at Stanstead), and under his 
recommendation, I landed at 
Stanstead College as a 14 year old. 

Sports, by definition, are sup- 
posed to be entertaining, competi- 
tive and skillful. Sports provide 
challenges that require commit- 
ment, strategy and fair play, in 
which a winner is derived from an 
objective means. I had never 
before been presented this idea 
about sports. Stanstead College 


did! And daily for four years under 
the leadership and teaching skills 
of three outstanding and passionate 
people - Alex Philip, Brian 
Denney and Peter Boyd - my life 
was busy and started moving in the 
right direction. 

Stanstead embraced my 
strengths as an athlete, elevated my 
confidence and gave me a daily 
dose of just what I needed after 
class, which was a practice or 
game on a school team, trying to 
improve each day so we were 


organized in such a way that losing 
to anyone, especially BCS, was not 
part of the equation. 

This growth at Stanstead on the 
sporting fields quickly provided 
the motivation I needed to succeed 
in the classroom and in all aspects 
of school life. I can’t say I was a 
“cum laude” student but I did grad- 
uate in 1971 and I was ready to 
move on to my next set of chal- 
lenges in life, thanks in part to this 
institution.
